1 . This Office action is in response to Applicants' reply filed on 27 July 201 0. 

2. The instant file has been corrected to include the amended claims sheet filed in 
the international stage. 

3. In order to provide clarity in the application the Examiner has restricted the 
correct set of claims below.

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 15, 16 and 19-21, drawn to a DNA probe. 

Group II, claim(s) 4, 6, 7 and 17, drawn to methods of detecting a specific 
transformation event in corn. 

Group III, claim(s) 8, drawn to a method of determining the zygosity of corn event 
MON88017. 

Group IV, claim(s) 5, 9-14, 18 and 22-24, drawn to a corn plant comprising corn event 
MON88017 and subcombinations thereof comprising said event DNA. 

6. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The method of 
Group II does not require the special technical feature of Group III or IV which requires 
corn event MON88017, as the method of Group II can be used to determine the 
absence of corn event MON88017. Hence, the claims as a whole lack the same special 
technical feature.
